“This group of players has been togeth- 
ertoolong,” Checketts said. ““There’s not 
a lot of trust or affection among them.” 

As capable as MacLeod is, if he were 
rehired, the returning players would 
perceive the situation to be much the 
same. Continuity is always preferable but 
with a new regime, the Knicks need to 
make the big decision: choosing a new 
coach for a new perception.

But from the moment he succeeded 
Paul Westhead to the time he left last 
summer, Riley always had Magic John- 
son and, until his final season, Kareem 
Abdul-Jabbar. 

Those two were a blessing for Riley, but 
also a curse. Cynics always wondered if 

their talent measured Riley for four 
championship rings? Or did his coaching 
. design those rings? 

Now 46 years old, Riley would seem to 
be too young to resist a multimillion dol- 
lar offer to be the Knicks coach. Ifhe were 
to lead the Knicks to a NBA title, or even 
into serious contention, his stature would 
be unquestioned.

Rangers no-hitters 


continues to go where no man has 
gone before, throwing his seventh 
career no-hitter, three more than 
any other pitcher in baseball history. 

Ryan, extending a record he set 
almost 10 years ago, thrilled a crowd 
of 33,439 and a national television 
audience in Canada by holding the 
Toronto Blue Jays hitless in the Tex- 
as Rangers’ 3-0 victory last night at 
Arlington Stadium. 

Ryan, at age 44, is the oldest 
pitcher to throw a no-hitter but he 
already held that record too with the 
gem he threw against the Oakland 
Athletics last year. 

There is no historical precedent 
for this achievement, there are no 
men in bronze, hanging in baseball’s 
Hall of Fame, who performed a 
comparable feat at this stage of their 
lives. 

For longevity and athletic 
prowess at this stage and possibly 
throughout his career, Ryan stands 
alone. 

In 1989, Ryan lost a no-hitter 

_against the Blue Jays when Nelson 
Liriano tripled with one out in the 
ninth. 

Ryan struck out 16 and walked 
just two.

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Hunters for Hungry hoping |& 
to attract more donations

Despite what supporters say was 
a slow start for their new organiza- 
tion, Texas hunters provided 
22,233 meals for the hungry 
throughout the state last winter 
through their efforts for the Hunters 
for the Hungry program. 

Texas deer hunters donated more 
than 7,000 pounds of venison to 13 
food banks across the state during 
the initial effort by the Hunters for 
the Hungry. 

The program, sponsored by the 
End Hunger Network, Texas Parks 
and Wildlife Department, Texas 
Department of Health and the Exot- 
ic Wildlife Association, had hoped 
to do much better but blamed the 
slow start on a short time frame in 
getting the program started. 

Deer hunters donated 7,411 
pounds of venison from 212 deer. 

“Tt wasn’t as much as we had ex- 
pected,” Sister Frances Klinger of 
the Houston-based End Hunger 
Network said. “The areas with good 
advertising had good returns, and 
the areas with poor advertising had 
poor returns. Part of the problem 
was the short time frame we worked 
under when getting the program 
started. It didn’t allow us time to 
market the program sufficiently.” 

The venison was donated to the 
Texas Association of Second Har- 
vest Food Banks. That organization 
in turn distributed the meat to agen- 
cies who feed the hungry. “It all went 
to volunteer organizations who feed 
the hungry,” Klinger said. 

Hunters were asked to bring any 
deer they wished to donate to partic- 
ipating meat-processing plants 
throughout the state. 


The locker plants cut and 
wrapped the meat and prepared it 
for distribution. 

Had more locker plants joined the 
program, more deer would have 
been received, Hunters for the Hun- 
gry supporters said. 

In most cases, the hunters paid the 
processing fee for the meat they do- 
nated. 

The two cities with the most 
donations were San Angelo and 
Austin. At San Angelo, hunters do- 
nated 43 deer that totaled 1,507 
pounds and provided 4,521 meals. 
Austin-area hunters donated 37 
deer that totaled 1,298 pounds and 
provided 3,894 meals. 


Also participating were hunters 
from Amarillo, College Station, 
Fort Worth, Houston, Lubbock, 
McAllen, Odessa, San Antonio, 
Tyler, Victoria and Waco. 

Amarillo and Odessa hunters do- 
nated 26 deer each, 24 were collect- 
ed at McAllen, 17 were received 
from Amarillo hunters, 18 from 
Houston, 10 from Fort Worth, and 
from oneto four deer were picked up 
at Lubbock, San Antonio, Tyler, 
Victoria and Waco. 


Hunters for the Hungry leaders 
say they will seek more locker plants 
to participate in next winter’s pro- 
gram and say they will make a major 
push to encourage more hunters to 
donate all or portions of the deer 
they harvest. 

Hunters also may help with the 
program by contacting volunteer or- 
ganizations in their hometowns who 
are working with the Hunters for the 
Hungry and assist them in recruit- 
ing more deer-processing plants.

cis book awakened Jory’s 
interest in the sport and convinced 
him that the racing life could be 
exciting. Soon he was mucking stalls 
and learning whatever he could 
about the game. 

For seven years, he worked as an 
assistant to two of England’s suc- 
cessful trainers — Sir Mark Prescott 
and Jeremy Hindley. He was eager

And John Mabee, one of the coun- 
try’s leading breeders and owners, 
put a few horses in his care, includ- 
ing Best Pal. 

As a 2-year-old, Best Pal won six 
of eight starts and earned 
$1,026,195. In his first two starts as 
a 3-year-old, he finished third in the 
San Rafael Stakes and second in the 


Santa Anita Derby, both by a half- 
length to Dinard, the former Ken- 
tucky Derby favorite who’s now 
sidelined with an injury. 

But of all the Derby candidates, 
he has been most impressive in his 
Churchill Downs preparations. 

“T thought he was peaking in there 
[in the Santa Anita Derby], but he’s 
peaking now,” Jory said yesterday. 
“He’s doing awfully well.” 

Monday he breezed three fur- 
longs in 34 3-5 seconds, and before 
exercise rider Felipe Guerrera could 
get him pulled up, the compact but 
muscular gelding had gone three- 
quarters of a mile in 1:12 1-5. On 


April 24, he worked a mile in 1:39, , 


finishing strongly with a final quar- 
ter-mile in 24 seconds. And before 


that, he had breezed a half-mile in. 


49 seconds, galloping out a mile in 
1:38 3-5. 

“He’s gotten a lot stronger,” Jory 
said about Best Pal’s development 
in recent months. “He likes to train. 
He enjoys being on the track. He 
enjoys running. He enjoys being 
here.” 

And so Jory likes his chances Sat- 
urday. 


“‘He’s battle-scarred,” Jory said, 
meaning Best Pal continually has 
faced the best competition in his 
path to the Derby. “He’s seasoned. 
He can take a little bumping, and he 
has tactical speed.” 

Best Pal galloped 1'4 miles yester- 
day, pulling hard at the bit every 
jump of the way. He wore a 
Yorkshire boot, a burlap wrapping 
around the ankle of his left hind leg, 
to prevent him from clipping the 
inside of his pastern when he 
walked.

BALTIMORE — Cal Ripken’s abilities 
transcend mere stamina and deftness on de- 
fense. He’s also proficient with a bat. 

Last year, Ripken moved into second place 
behind Lou Gehrig on the all-time list of con- 
secutive games played. He also set a major- 
league record by playing 95 consecutive error- 


less games at shortstop. 


Virtually overlooked was the fact that he had 
20 homers and at least 80 runs batted in for the 


ninth consecutive year. 


This season, he’s hitting well again. Entering 
last night’s game against Seattle, Ripken was 
batting .338 with five homers and leading the 
American League with 20 RBI. 

Ripken is hitting at a time when his team- 
mates are struggling at the plate. He has nearly 
one-third of the Orioles’ 66 RBI, and Balti- 
more’s team batting average is an anemic .218 
before his numbers are factored in. 

The most surprising aspect of Ripken’s of- 
fensive surge is its timing. A notoriously slow 
starter, Ripken hit .224 last April.

Scouting report on Clemens on the mark

The first time Joe Morgan saw 
Roger Clemens, he knew there was 
potential. But to predict all that 
would follow, no one could have 
known. 

It was eight years ago, when 
Clemens was pitching his team 
toward the College World Series 
championship. Morgan had been 
promoted to a scout by the Boston 
Red Sox, and his first trip took him 
to Texas. 

Here’s the report Boston’s future 
manager filed on May 16, 1983: 
“Above-average fastball. Heavy ball 
that has hop to it. Good slider. 
Could pitch high in the strike zone 
with his fastball. Summary: Could 
be a definite power pitcher.” ~ 

Not bad, Joe. Still, ever wonder 
what Clemens would have done 
with a good fastball? 

These days, the reports might all 
look the same. Except when he’s 
facing Dave Stewart or fighting Ter- 
ry Cooney, here’s what they would 
say: “Highest-paid player in base- 
ball. Future Hall of Famer. In his 
prime and getting better. Could be- 
come the best pitcher in history.” 

Bob Feller might disagree. Or per- 
haps Sandy Koufax. Certainly Ron 
Kittle wouldn’t argue — he’s 0 for 
14 with 10 strikeouts lifetime 
against Clemens. 

This season, Clemens has made 
nearly everyone K like Kittle. He

has done it with an improved fork- 
ball that dips into the dirt and a mix 
of up-and-down fastballs — as the 
players call it, “high heat” and 
“cheese at the knees.” 

Plus, there’s a change that those 
around Clemens sense, one that 
could be working in his favor. He 
seems more relaxed, more at ease 
when he’s not pitching. The security 
of his $21.5 million, four-year con- 
tract may be the reason. 

“On the mound, he’s got the same 
intensity,” Red Sox general mana- 
ger Lou Gorman said. “Off the 
mound, so far, he’s keyed down a 
little bit.” 

Clemens, recently indicted by a 
grand jury on charges stemming 
from an off-season scuffle with off- 
duty policeman at Bayou Mama’s 
nightclub in Houston, isn’t con- 
vinced he’s any different. 

“I’m not trying to improve my 
image to anybody,” he said this 
spring. “My friends and family 
know who I am. I’m a person, just 
like anyone else. I hurt. I don’t want 
to be a superstar.” 

Too bad, because he is. 

When Clemens comes back to- 
morrow night in Chicago after his 
five-game suspension, Cooney will 
be at Comiskey Park, too. Clemens 
hopes his reputation of beingan um- 
pire-baiter is behind him because he 
wants to concentrate on good 
streaks, not mean ones. 


Clemens is halfway to Hershiser 
with 30 consecutive scoreless inn- 
ings. He hasn’t given up a home run 
to right-handed hitter since Jose 
Canseco connected on Sept. 15, 
1989. He hasn’t allowed more than 
twoearned runs in hislast 17 starts. 

At 4-0 with an 0.28 ERA, Roger is 
on aroll. In 32 innings, he has struck 
out 34, walked just two and permit- 
ted only 17 hits. If those sound like 
Denny McLain-style stats from 

1968, they are. And Clemens is 
aware of it. 

“To win 30 games, you have to 
have runs and you have to stay 
healthy,” he said. 

He has had trouble in both depart- 
ments. He had shoulder surgery in 
1985, and later back problems. Last 
year, he missed a month because of 
tendinitis in his right shoulder. 

No matter, he finished 21-6 with 
a 1.93 ERA, joining Luis Tiant as 
the only Red Sox pitchers with an 
under-2.00 ERA in 70 years. He did 
it despite being Boston’s worst-sup- 
ported starter, getting just 4.23 runs 
per game. 

This season, the Red Sox have 
scored even less, only 14 runs in his 
four games. Asifhe needs more, asif 
he wasn’t in a class by himself. 

There was a time when people 
compared Clemens to his contem- 
poraries. Guys like Gooden and Vi- 
ola, Saberhagen and Stewart. 

On the surface, Gooden might 


seem close, or even slightly ahead. It 
has been that way since they both 
broke into the majors in 1984. 

Gooden, age 26, is 122-47 (.722) 
witha career 2.81 ERA. In 1,560 2-3 
innings, he’s walked 457 and struck 
out 1,430. 


Clemens, at 28, is 120-51 (.702) 
with a 2.84 ERA. In 1,545 innings, 
he has walked 430 and struck out 
1,458. 


They are each on course to break 
the all-time record for winning per- 
centage with at least 200 decisions, 
held by Whitey Ford (.690). So it 
looks even, right? 

Well, not really. 


Consider that the Mets, in games 
since 1984 without Gooden, arestill 
a .566 team. The Red Sox, mean- 
while, merely win ata .501 clip with- 
out Clemens. 


Also, look at where they each per- 
form. Gooden plays at Shea Stadi- 
um, a pitcher’s paradise, while 
Clemens is at Fenway Park, one of 
the best ballparks for batters. 


And while Clemens is facing guys 
likes Dave Parker, Harold Baines, 
Alvin Davis and other designated 
hitters who add an average of a half- 
run per game in the American 
League, Gooden gets to mow down 
pitchers such as Don Carman (a ca- 
reer .059 hitter), Terry Mulholland 
(.069) and Mike Bielecki (.076). 


Palmer not likely to get early call

ARLINGTON — Dean Palmer’s 
11 home runs in his first 17 games 
have not gone unnoticed by Texas 
Rangers general manager Tom 
Grieve, but don’t look for the Okla- 
homa City third baseman to be pro- 
moted to the majors anytime soon. 

Barring injury, it might be Sep- 
tember before Palmer makes it to 
Arlington Stadium as Grieve would 
prefer the 22-year-old slugger to fol- 
low the same path as Juan Gonzalez 
did in getting tothe major leagues. 

Gonzalez stayed with the Oklaho- 
ma City 89ers until Aug. 31 last year, 
hitting 29 home runs and driving in 
101 runs before getting the call to 
Texas. 

“T like what happened to Juan,” 
Grieve said. ““He had 29 home runs 
and 101 RBI at Oklahoma City, he 
came up here and played good in 
September, and he’s playing good 
now. It looks like he’s here to stay. 
I’m glad Dino’s hitting the ball, and 
I’m glad he’s off to a great start. 

“There’s nothing wrong with 
playing great baseball in Triple A 
when you're 22 years old and wait- 
ing for your opportunity,” Grieve 
added. “But there are two things 
that have to happen to get to the 
major leagues — one is good per- 
formance and the other is good op- 
portunity. Right now there is not an 
opportunity.” 

The opportunity is being blocked 
by Rangers third baseman Steve 
Buechele, who is hitting .255 (al- 
though with just three RBI in 51 at- 
bats) and playing superb defense. 

“Boo is a very steady player,”

Grieve said. “People around the 
league may take him for granted, but 
we don’t around here because we see 
him every day. We see the runs he 


saves with the plays he makes at 


third, plus the fact he can hit the ball 
out of the park 15-18 times. That’sa 
valuable player.” 

The scenario to watch is how 
Palmer’s play at Oklahoma City this 
year and with the Rangers in Sep- 
tember affects the team’s decision to 
re-sign Buechele, who can becomea 
free agent after the season. But 
Grieve added that Palmer’s play is 
only one factor in that decision, and 
he can still envision a team that 
includes both Palmer and Buechele 
on the roster. Although Palmer is 
playing third base at Oklahoma Ci- 
ty, there’s still no guarantee that will 
be his position in the majors. 

“T don’t know if you can make a 
commitment to a 22-year-old as far 
as a position is concerned,” Grieve 
said. “Dino has shown he can play 
first, the outfield, DH as well as 
third. If Dino makes his mark in 
major-league baseball, it will most 


likely be offensively. And if he does 
fulfill his potential and makes that 
mark, there will bea place for him to 
play.” 
Grieve, Moss plan meeting 

Grieve and agent Dick Moss are trying 
to schedule a face-to-face meeting some- 
time in the next two weeks to get Nolan 
Ryan’s contract resolved for next year. 

Although the contract talks have gone 
slower than they did last year, Grieve said 
he does not want to wait until after the 
season to reach an agreement. 

“Our goalis to work something out right 
now,” Grieve said.

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Crenshaw has designs on charting a new course for his career 


Some people prepare for golf tourna- 
ments by banging balls until their calluses 
bleed. Ben Crenshaw geared up forthe GTE 
Byron Nelson Classic by spending two 
weeks poring over blueprints. 

Crenshaw, 39, has gotten heavily into 
golf course design in recent years. His most 
recent finished project, a second 18-hole 
layout at Austin’s Barton Creek Country 
Club, opened April 1. The Nov. 13-16 Ka- 
palua International will be played, for the 
first time, on Crenshaw’s recently complet- 
ed Plantation Course. 

As the years roll along, Crenshaw expects 
tospend more time atop bulldozers and less 
atop leader boards. Even now, it can make 
for tough decisions. 

“J didn’t know I'd love architecture as 
much as I have,” said Crenshaw, defending 
champion of the Southwestern Bell Coloni- 
al. “love the field work. That’s why you do 
ita 

“Sitting on top of a bulldozer, trying to 
get: 18 completely different ideas, is fasci- 
nating. It’s like putting together a puzzle. 
You're an artist, and you have the biggest 
carivas in the world.” 

Indeference to his latest diversion, Cren- 
shaw has curtailed his Professional Golfers’ 
Association Tour schedule to 22 events this 
season. He plans to follow suit for two more

years, then cut back. Maybe retire. 

“This is my 17th year. Certainly, a few 
more architecture days is part of the equa- 
tion. I can’t play as full a schedule as I once 
did,” said the man with the erratic driver 
and deadly putter. 

What is the signature of a Crenshaw 
course? Huge greens, to put a premium on 
putting, and wide fairways, to minimize 
tee-box errors, said fellow Austinite Tom 
Kite, who recently played the new Barton 
Creek layout. 

“Those were the biggest greens I’ve seen 
except for Champions [Golf Club in Hous- 
ton],” Kite said. ““They were 8,000 [square 
feet] if they were an inch. 

“If you think what kind of course Ben 
would design for himself, that’s it. Big 
greens and wide fairways.” 

Expect Crenshaw to add many more large 
greens and wide fairways to the golfing 
world, Just don’t count on him to bea PGA 
Tour fixture much longer. 


Here’s one eee on Colonial Country 
Club’s induction of six black members, 
which assures the club of holding its 
Southwestern Bell Colonial date ifthe PGA 
Tour — as anticipated — adopts a “no 
blacks, no tournament” policy.

John Mahaffey always finds himself ina 
reflective mood on the practice greens these 
days. When you’re using a mirrored putter 
in an attempt to cure the yips, it’s hard not 
to. 

Mahaffey’s revolutionary putting aid — 
a mirror attachment that fits in a cavity- 
back putter — is “the best teaching device 
I’ve ever seen,” said the Houston resident, 
who is marketing the product under the 
name of Analaser. 

Roughly the size of a makeup compact, 
the mirror attachment has two vertical lines 
etched down the center. By lining up two 


balls within four feet of one another, a 
player can tell during the backswing if he is 
keeping his putter straight through the 
point of impact. 

Ifhe is, he should be able to see both balls 
in the center of the mirror. If not, he is 
pulling his putts off line. By noticing in 
which quadrant the balls appear, a player 
can learn which way he is yanking the club 
and correct his stroke. 


“Tt’s better than a video because it gives 
you instant feedback,” said Mahaffey, who 
is using the device this week at the Nelson. 
“T was taking the putter outside, and it 
showed me I was aiming left of the hole.” 


Don’t look for Mahaffey’s gimmick, ex- 
pected to retail for $65, in your local pro 
shop just yet. It won’t be available until 
August. Manufacturers will use the time 
until then to reduce the weight of the mirror 
(38 grams), which cannot be used during 
play. Either that, or they will develop an 
attachment of similar weight to plug into 
the cavity-back, thereby giving the putter 
the same feel with or without the mirror. 


Only time will tell whether the reflective 
Mahaffey is a true man of vision.

Since moving the tournament to 
Las Colinas, the highest winning 
score posted by a Nelson champion 
was Craig Stadler’s 4-under 276 in

Rib injury forces Brooks to leave pro-am

IRVING — Mark Brooks gave 
playing partners and tournament of- 
ficials at the GTE Byron Nelson 
Classic a scare yesterday when he 
left the course eight holes into his 
pro-am round complaining of pains 
in his right rib cage. 

The Fort Worth native, coming 
off last week’s victory in the Greater 
Greensboro Open, has been nursing 
strained ribs for more than a week 
and said the discomfort he felt yes- 
terday was his most intense to date. 
Tournament officials were con- 
cerned Brooks might withdraw, and 
the physical therapist who treated 
him said that remains a “‘very realis- 
tic” possibility. & 

Brooks, however, plans to keep 
his 1:04 p.m. tee time for today’s 


Opening round at the Tournament 
Players Course at the Las Colinas 
Sports Club. 

“T was afraid if I kept playing, it 
would get more irritated,” Brooks 
said, dismissing his early departure 
as a precautionary measure. “It 
hurts the most when I sneeze or take 
deep breaths. I played with it last 
week, I can do it again.” 

Paul Hospenthal, the trainer who 
examined Brooks in the PGA Tour 
physical fitness trailer, said the play- 
er’s injury is similar to the one that 
sidelined Russ Cochran for three 
weeks last season. Brooks’ ribs on 
his right side have slipped out of 
place, straining the muscles between 
the ribs, Hospenthal said. Swinging 
a golf club, he explained, serves-as a 
constant irritant and a hindrance to 
recovery. 


“Usually, there comes a time 
where the player just has to rest and 
let it heal,” said Hospenthal, who 
expressed concern that the pain has 
intensified. “Mark wants to play. It 
all boils down to how much pain he 
can stand. If it gets much worse, we 
would have totell him to hold off.” 


Brooks, who left the course on a 
marshal’s cart after Brad Bryant 
showed up as his pro-am replace- 
ment, wants no part of a long layoff. 
He is committed to play the 
Southwestern Bell Colonial, May 
20-26, and wants to be in peak form 
for his hometown tour stop. 


Brooks took hourly treatments — 
ice and stretching — in the fitness 
trailer after his mini-round and 
joked that, based on his efforts ‘in 
Greensboro, this could bea blessing.

Damage award upheld 
in helmet injury case ' 

The Oregon Court of Appeals today 
upheld an $11.1 million damage award 
against the designer and manufacturer of a 
football helmet worn by a high school stu- 
dent when he was severely injured. 

A Multnomah County Circuit Court jury 
in October 1989 awarded the damages, 
through his parents, to Richard Austria 
and against the Bike Athletic Co. and Ken- 
dall Research Center. 

Bike manufactured and marketed the 
“Air Power’’ helmet involved. It was de- 
signed by Kendall Research Center, a sub- 
sidiary of Colgate-Palmolive, which is the 
parent company of Bike. 

Austria was a 16-year-old Gresham 
High School student when a player's kneé 
smashed into his helmet during practice 
on Sept. 4, 1985. 

Several weeks later he collapsed and 
was found to have severe brain swelling 
and blood accumulation, a condition 
known as hematoma, which required sur- 
gery. Heis seriously physically impaired as 
a result and also has some mental impair- 
ment, the appeals court said. 

The Court of Appeals rejected the com- 
panies’ argument that there wasn’t suffi- 
cient evidence to show the helmet caused 
the injuries.

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Mavericks don’t pick up option, 
so English becomes a free agent

--To nobody’s surprise, the Dallas 
Mavericks decided yesterday not to 
exercise the option on the second 
year of Alex English’s contract. 

- English said it 
was a decision 
that was made 
long before yester- 
day and that he 
was told more 
than a month ago 
that he wouldn’t 
be back. 

“This is some- es 
thing that is in the English 
bést interest of both parties,” Eng- 
lish said from his Denver home. “It 
was probably the toughest year of 
my professional caree because of the 
way I was jerked around. 

“But I’d like to say that I enjoyed 
and appreciated the support the fans 
gave me. I also enjoyed the city of 
Dallas. In any negative, there are 
some positives to be found. And 
there were quite a few for me in 
Dallas. It’s just that there were so 
few on the court for me.” 

English, 37, is now an unrestrict- 
ed free agent and can sign with any 
team in the league. And while he has 
said that he wants to play another 
season, he said yesterday that a final 
decision hasn’t been made “and 
probably won’t for another month 
or so.” 

“T’m not going to just try and hang 
around,” English said. “I have too 
much pride for that. I won’t embar- 
rass myself, and I’ll only stay around 
if 1 can help some team. Hopefully, 
that will be with a contender be- 
cause I'd like to get one last crack at 
winning a championship, which is 
why I came to Dallas in the first 
place.” 


Mavericks notes 


English signed a one-year con- 
tract with the Mavericks last sum- 
merat $1.5 million, with Dallas hav- 
ing the option on the second year. 
The only stipulation was a $500,000 
buyout within 10 days of the com- 
pletion of the regular season if the 
Mavericks decided against picking 
up the option. 

“When we met with Alex last 
summer, we were all planning on 
having a great season, plus a long 
run in the playoffs,” said Mavericks 
chief operating officer/general man- 
ager Norm Sonju. “But having lost 
199 games to injuries, our plans did 
not work out. 

“Having talked with Alex and his 
representative, Ted Steinberg, we 
all feel this decision is best for every- 
one. We are grateful for the contri- 
butions Alex made this season and 
are especially pleased he reached the 
25,000-point milestone as a Maver- 
ick.” 

English averaged 9.7 points on 
-439 shooting from the field in 22.1 
minutes. He appeared in 79 games 
for the Mavericks. English is the 
seventh-leading scorer in National 
Basketball Association history with 
25,613 points, 124 points behind 
Atlanta’s Moses Malone for sixth 
place. 

“Alex has our highest respect,” 
Sonju said. “We wish him the best of 
luck next season with whichever 
team he plays for. We’re convinced 
Alex will be a contributor in the 
NBA next season. 

“Having a draft pick in the lottery 
is something we did not anticipate 
before the season. Not exercisingthe 
option on Alex’s contract helps us 


plan for adding a lottery draft choice 
to our team.” 

Although there are no suitors at 
this point, English said he wouldn’t 
mind returning to Denver to end his 
career, or maybe Utah. He said that 
he’d prefer to stay in the West witha 
contender that likes to run with the 
ball. 


Draft day nears 

The speculation already has started 
about the Mavericks’ draft plans, and once 
again point guard Derek Harper's name is 
atthetop of many teams’ shoppinglists. 

During the season, Chicago, Detroit and 
the Los Angeles Clippers talked to the 
Mavericks about acquiring Harper. But 
that's as farasit got. Now, the Clippers are 
said to have made another run at Harper by 
offering forward Ken Norman plus their 
No. 1 pickin the draft (if itis not among the 
top six) for Harper. 

The Clippers made a similar offer during 
the season but also included point guard 
Gary Grant in the package. However, the 
Mavericks asked for Danny Manning and 
received the stiff-arm from the Clippers. 

“| can’t worry about that kind of stuff 
right now,"’ Harper said. “| know this is a 
business, and | went through that for a 
couple of months during the season. | just 
wish thatifitis true, then somebody would 
do something, so this could all be over 
with. 

“| like it here in Dallas, but | know that 
this is a business. I'd like to be here and 
help get this thing turned around, but if 
that's not going to be the case, then so be 
it. But | would hope that if | got traded, it 
would be to a contending team.” 


Briefly 

Mavericks free-agent guard Kelvin 
Upshaw said he might have his ailing left 
knee scoped if it doesn't improve in the 
next couple of days. Upshaw was plagued 
by tendinitis in the knee most of the last 
month of the season. ‘‘It is still sore, and 
I'd like to find out what's wrong with it,”’ 
Upshaw said. “| wouldn't want to carry 
this over into training camp.” 

Fellow reserve guard Steve Alford said 
he is looking at several teams, including 
Sacramento, Milwaukee and Minnesota. 
He also said he has received some feelers 
from the Boston Celtics.

Boston also kept the ball away 
from Reggie Miller in the first half, 
limiting him to one point. He added

Reports of Rothstein's imminent depar- 
ture began before the end of the season. 
Rothstein's announcement came at a 
news conference after he met with Heat 
managing partner Lewis Schaffel and limit- 
ed partner Billy Cunningham. 

The move pre-empted a decision by the 
front office on his fate; reports that he 
would be fired were first published more 
than two weeks ago. 

“As we talked, it became very apparent 
to me how draining this thing has been to 
me and my family,’” Rothstein said, his 
voice breaking. “‘I’m just not going to put 
my family through that anymore.” 

Rothstein, whose contract expires in 
July, said he turned down an extension 
earlier this year. 

“They had an offer on the table to me,” 
he said. *'I said, ‘Let's wait until the end of 
the season.’ 

Rothstein said he would like to be an 
assistant in the NBA next season. He said 
he also would considera broadcasting job. 
Rothstein made his network television de- 
but Sunday during an NBA playoff game. 


Barkley cited 

Philadelphia’s Charles Barkley, who 
was fined $10,000 by the NBA for spitting 
on fans in March, receiveda police citation 
for disorderly conduct during a playoff 
game against the Milwaukee Bucks. 

Police issued the citation Tuesday foran 
incident during the Bucks-76ers playoff 
game Saturday at the Bradley Center. The 
76ers won the game, 116-112, in over- 
time. 

The episode happened between the 
fourth period and overtime, when cups of 
water and ice were thrown between fans 
and the 76ers’ huddle. Police cited Barkley 
for his role in the exchange. 

City Attorney Charles Theis said his off- 
ice will review the incident. The NBA saidit 
completed its investigation Tuesday and 
will take no action. 

“We checked to make sure building, 
players and fans were properly treated 
and that we know the facts behind the 
incident,’” NBA spokesman Terry Lyons 
said. 

The 76ers said the incident, which they 
were unaware of until yesterday, was be- 
tween the police and Barkley. 

“Naturally, if you have something like 
that, it may reflect on the team, but again 
that’s Charles’ personal matter and we'd 
rather not get involved in that,’ 76ers 
spokesman Zak Hill said. 

Barkley’s attorney, Glenn Guthrie, said 
he was unaware of the citation.
